Tlu-se 
can l.f IVd in 7i sclf-foedcr and can be 
siipplcniciiti'd l»y various slaugliler- 
liuu.se, baliery, or table by-proilucts, 
etc. A by-prmlnct to be economical 
should bo fairly conf. iuiMlcd, should 
l»e moderate in price per 100 pounds- 
of nutrients, and should be frseah and 
free from taint. 

During the winter, lo^runiinous hays 
fi'd in addition to the concentrate help 
reduce tlie cost of production in the 
sunnner, pasture crops such as rape, 
alfalfa. '>ur clovtT. crimson clover, rye, 
etc., nialvc very cconouiical and efli- 
cient supplements f«)r hog feeding. 

In practically every farming district 
In the United States cheap and efli- 
«'ient forage and grain crops are avail- 
able for hog production. These should 
be diligently studied by the farmer, 
Mith the aid of the stare and federal 
forces, and used in the most profit- 
able manner.

I 
The horse's -toinach liolds only a f ew j 
gallons, while a cow's paunch has a- 
capacity of over a barrel, which means; [ 
that the hoi-se nmst be fed more con« j 
centrated food. It also takes more en* 
ergy to digest roughage than grain.

BETTER QUALITY OF BUTTER 

Article Sells on Its Merits as to Flavor, 
Taste and Color — Control 
Flavors and Odors. 



Butter is used primarily to Improve 

th(^ i;alatahility of foods for luiman 
cousumpiiou. It sells on its merits as 
to taste, flavor and color, though some 
are influenced by its texture. CJolor 
may he produced artificially in a way 
to pk-ase tlie most particular person 
and it therefore becomes of secondary 
importance to the producer ; it does not 
imply quality, but oftimes a rich color 
will compensate for a lack of other 
qualities. 

Flavors and odors in butter may be 
controlled to a certain extent by care 

in feeding aud handling cows. The 
volatile fats in milk are quick to ab- 
sorb odors, either from feeds during 

the process of digestion and assimila- 
tion in the cow or from strong odors 
comiiig in contact with the milk after 
it has been drawn. - The latter may be 
obviated by keeping the stable and 
utensils sweet and clean, free from 
dust aud all objectionable odors. When 
disinfectants are used abodt the sta- 
bles care must be exercised to ;iir the 
stables tlioroughly, for the milk will 
absorb the odor of disinfectants in a 
remai-kably brief time. The most ef- 
fective plan~ls to disinfect as soon as 
the" cows are turned out. then air the 
stables well for at least three or four 
hours.

KEEP ROADS IN GOOD SHAPE 



Split-Log li>rag Is of Great Service In 
Keeping Roadways in Economi- 
cal Repair. • 

The use of the road drag is im- 
portant in putting the roads in good 

shape for winter use. Theye are over 
2,000,000 miles of earth roads in the 
country, and the sitiit-loR drai< is of 

great service in keeping them in eco- 
nomical repair. The drag is used in 
many states and in foreign countries. 
It is used with two, three, or four 
horses, and is easily constructed. 

Drags are often constriictp^ q|. 
planks Instead of logs. The plank 
should he strengthened along the mid- 
dle line hy a 2 by G-iuch strip. A tri- 
angular strip, may be used under flie 
lower edge of the blude to give the 
proper cutting slope. ' ' 

Usually two horses are enough to 
pull a drag over an . ordinary earth 
road. The team should be drivish 
with one liorse on eitlicr side of the 
right-hand wheel track the full length 
of the portion to be dragged aud the 
return made over the other half of

Unforttniate- 
ly the majority of American-made but- 
ters are also second-grade. This is not 
because it cannfit reach the market at 
once, but because it is made from a 
poor quality of cream. The Americiin 
farmer is not producing as good qual- 
ity of credm as his foreign brother.

In the 
fall small colonies should be united 
into one big colony.

Dampness in a cellar causes the 
combs and frames and the hive walls 
and c<jver to get wet and moldy, and 
the bees perish fi'om wet cold. Bees 
iioed fresh air. Foul air will cause 
excitement, und the bees will scatter 
and die. Excitement among bee^ iu 
winter is fatal. 

Tlie present style of UoCt'man frame 
divides the bee cluster in winter into 
11 spaces, and the bees are unable 
t<j pass from one space to the other. 
Whon tho boo cluster contracts during 
the winter, those left on the outside 
frames die. Some beekeepers per- 
forate their frames for the easy pass- 
age of bees from one conipartment to 
another. If kej)! in a warm place thoy 
can puss over or around the frames. In 
long-continued and severe cold the 
bees may not be able to move along 
the frame and they will sometimes die 
of hunger within an inch of the honey 
supply. 

Bees sliould be kept in a cellar at 
a toniporature of about -15 degrees. 
Very strong colonies, however, v»ill 
survive almost any degree of cold.
